Democratic State Chairman Simmons 
today received a letter from the civil 
service commission saying hig letter mak- 
ing complaint of activity of federal offi- 
cers in the North Carolina state cam- 
paign would have been answered earlier, 
but it was expected that the affidavits 
of which Simmons gave notice would ar- 
rive shortly.

London Begins To Believe 
Foreign Ministers Are 
still Alive. 


London, August 1.—4 a. m.—A sensatlon- 
al Shanghai correspondent still hints that 
the Chinese are juggling with dates; but, 
in the face of the constantly accumulating 
evidence that the ministers were safe on 


the dispatches of anxiously desired infor- 
mation regarding the real situation, politi- 
cal and otherwise, at Pekin, there are 
very few in London who do not believe 
the dispatches genuine and reliable. 

The allies now confront a most difficult 
and dangerous problem. Without doubt 
the ministers are held by the Chinese as 
hostages; and the outcome of. the advance 
on Pekin, which, in all probability, has 
already begun, will be awaited with in- 
tense anxiety. 

Today’s dispatches show that the allies, 
notably the Japanese, have been pushing 
their preparations with feverish haste, or- 
ganizing a’ service of pack carts, trains 


ing the German forces in China, whom 
Emperor William has just promoted to the 
rank of general commanding ,.an army 
corps, has been selected as commander- 
in-chief of the allied forces. 

The Chinese are strongly entrenched at 
| Wang Tsun, from which position, how- 
ever, it is believed they can be ejected 
without great difficulty. The danger is 
that, if defeated there, the Chinese witl 
retire on Pekin and put the remainder of 
the Europeans to death. 

It ts also possible that the advance of 
the allies will be the signal for the Chi- 
nese authorities to compel all foreigners 
to quit the capital, in which event they 
might become the prey of the fanatical 
boxers. 

No Delay Is Wanted. 

The feeling of the newspapers here is 
that nothing whatever should now de- 
Jay the advance and that no. negotia- 
tions of any kind should be countenance: 
until the allied troops reach Pekin and 
assure themselves regarding the fate of 
the foreigners. | 

Important additional confirmation of the 
safety of the legations was received in 
London last evening by Duncan Camp- 
bell, representative in Europe of the Cani- 
nese customs service, from the commis- 
sioner of customs at Che Foo, in the shape 
of a Pekin dispatch, not dated, but beiiev- 
ed to have been written on July 2lst, 
signed by both Sir Robert Hart, inspector 
general of customs, and Robert Bredon, 
deputy inspector general, to the following 
effect: 

“Staff and family still safe.”’ 

This has been confirmed by the comnnis- 
sioner of customs in Shanghai, who tele- 
graphed last evening: ‘Inspector general 
safe 22d.”’ 

A meinber of the Chinese legation gave 
an extended interview to the Associated 
Press today, in the course of which he 
said: | 
I am exceedingly glad that your ofticial 
dispatches today have borne out our re- 
peated assurances, which I knew from 
the beginning were sincerely meant I 
knew that, while the Chinese emperor 
could avoid making a statement of facts, 
such facts as he stated and states must 
be true. 

“T hope that the recommendation by Li 
Hung Chang that the ministers should 
either be sent to Tien Tsin or be placed 
in telegraphic communication with their 
governments will obtain. I am a great 
friend of Sir Robert Hart and I knew 
hé was still alive, but I wanted to con- 
vince his friends in this country and I 
tried hard to get a cipher telegram from 
him. At last Sheng told me the legations 
were surrounded and it was impossible 
to get in or out without permission from 
the throne. I have applied to the throne 
and hope to get permission in a few days. 
Consequently you — soon hope to hear 

rom the ministers.

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It Now Appears That Mem- 
bers of Legation Are 
Safe at. Pekin.

Washington, July 31.—Doubt has given 
way to a feeling akin to eertainty that the 
legationers at Pekin and the gallant ma- 
riz-es who managed to reach the Chinese 
capital just tn the nick of time, were not 
only allve on July 22d, but jn all proba- 
bility are still alive and lHkely to remain 
so until they are released from their state: 
of slege. 

The_officials here feel wertain that the 
attack by the Chinese 6n the legations 
will not be renewed. Théy are convinced 
that the counsels of the yieeroys in the 
great southern and central provinces and 
the advice of Li Hung Chang have had 
the effect and that whoever is in power in 
Pekin, whether emperor, empress, Chin, 
Tuan or Tung, now have beeh made to see 
the necessity for the preservation ofthe le- 
gations. The officials herg, while anxious 
that the movement on /Pekin begin at 
once, do not attach cred@&ce to the rumor 
haffee that the 
forward march was to®egin today. There 
are two reasons for their incredulity. In 
the first place, Chaffee’s force, his splen- 
did cavalry and his battery of artillery, 
are exactly what are needed to strengthen 
a weak spot in the international column. 
In the second place (and information on 
this point comes through European chan- 
nels) some of the foreign commanders 
are still of the opinion that they cannot 
begin the campaign: before the last week 
in August at the carliest. The United 
States government never has acceded to 
this view and is relaxing no effort to 
bring about’ a change of plans on this 
point. But our representations have been 
met by the almost unanswerable argu- 
ment tha* the decision of this important 
question properly is left to the military 
cemmanders on the spct who must bear 
the responsibility for the outcome of the 
expedition. ; 

A rather startling proposition was ad- 
vanced’ today which if adopted might put 
at once to the test the Chinese profession 
that the boxers and not the Chinese 
government are responsible for what has 
happened in Pekin. This was to the ef- 
fect that the Chinese government should 
be informed that the international force 
was prepared to take that government at 
its word and to foin: forces with it in 


crushing out the insurrection. The kernel 
of just such a proposition is to be found 
in the last condition laid down by the 
president in his reply to the appeal of the 
emperor, Kwang Su, and there may be a 
development in that direction speedily. 

American Trgops To Advance. 

Secretary Root says that nothihg that 
has been received from China, either of- 
ficially or unofficially, necessitates any 
change in the instructions given Major 
General Chaffee. If there is an advance 
on,Pekin it is presumed that such of 
the United States forces as are now ready 
will participate in the movement. If 
dispatches are received at Tien Tsin from 
Minister Conger or others in the legations 
at Pekin which change the existing condi- 
tions, Major General Chaffee will act in 
accordance. with such information. The 
secretary says General Chaffee has full 
powers and has been entrusted with the 
command of the United States forces be- 
cause of the confidence the government 
has in his ability to meet any situation 
that may arise. 7 

It is evident from the dispatches re- 
ceived from Genera! Chaffee that only a 
portion ef his force can be utilized if an 
immediate advance is made. It ig not be- 
lieved that all the equipments of the last 
expedition sent from Manila have been 
landed and it is, of course, apparent that 
the horses and most of the equipment of 
the Sixth cavalry are still at sea. The 
Ninth infantry and the two battalions 
of the Fourteenth infantry,.together. with 
the marines, are the only troops of the 
United States actually avadllable on Chi- 
nese service at this time.

German Papers Anxious 
for an Early Advance 
on Pekin. 


Berlin, July 31.—Hope regarding the se- 
curity of the foreigners in Pekin now runs 
high in Berlin. The German foreign of- 
fice no longer doubts the reports from 
various quarters that the ministers wth 
the exception of Baron von Ketteler are 
alive. The papers take the same view 
and urge that there should be no jtelay 
in the advance upon Pekin. The foreign 
office is deeply mortified at the failure to 
agrea upon a commander+fg-chief of the 
allied forces. A high official said to- 
day: 

“The civilized world will look on with 
astonishmeat if the rescue of the lega- 
tions is delayed or perhaps frustrat2d by 
such a trifilng matter. Germany is ready 
to march her troops under any command- 
er acceptable to the powers.’’ 

The Munich Allgemein Zeitung prints 
a Washington special claiming that the 
United States government is endeavoring 


eral Chaffee as commander-in-chief, but 
that Germany and Japan oppose. The As- 
sociated Press is authorized to say that 
so far as Germany is concerned this 
statement is absolutely untrue. The far- 
eign office confirms the report that. the 
advance to Pekin has been postponed by 
the admirals for military and climatic 
reasons. 

The Chinese minister, Lu Hai Huan, re- 
ceived today a dispatch, purporting to 
come from the Pekin government, say- 
ing that the foreisgn legationers would be 
sent to Tien Tsin whenever the prepara- 
tions for their safe escort were cumpicted 
and open hostilities ceased. Meanwhile 
permission would be given them to com- 
municate freely with their governments. 

This dispatch was immediately trans- 
mitted to the German foreign office. 

Communication between Che Foo. and 
Shanghal hag. been re-established and a 
dispatch from Che Foo, dated July 29th, 
confirms the report that the Russians 
captured the forts at Niu Chwang on 
July 26th. 


ENGLAND WILL NOT DELAY. 


Salisbury Wants an Immediate Ad- 


vance on City of Pekin. 

London, July 31—The United States 
ambassador, Mr. Choate, saw Lord Salis- 
bury this evening, and ascertained. his 
views with regard to the changes in the 
Chinese situation brought about by the 
direct dispatches from Pekin. Lord 
Salisbury assured Mr. Choate that Great 
Britain had no intention of delaying the 
advance on Pekin, nor, so far as he knew, 
had any other power 

Lord jjJalisbury entirely acquiesced in 
Secretary Hay’s desire that the advance 
be undertaken as speedily es possible. He 
had no intention of bargaining with 
China in any way, shape or form, until 
the ministers were safe under their own 
military escort. 

The Associated Press correspondent here 
understands that China is making’ stren- 
uous efforts to come to some agreement 
with the vowers previous to handing over 
the ministers; but this will not be consid- 
e-ed for a moment. Once Pekin has been 
reached and the ministers have gegained 
their Nberty, the powers have agreed ag- 
gression will cease and reparation will 
become a matter of negotiation. Lord 
Salisbury believes it may still be proved 
that the Chinese government fs not re- 
sponsible for the attacks on the legations 
except in so far as all governments are re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of order. 

It is expected that within a few days 
free communication will be established 
with the ministers in Pekin. 


SIEGE HAS BEEN LENGTHY ONE.

Suspects Are Arrested. 

A Tuscan named Giusta, who lives in 
the province of Meleta in Milan, and 
other suspects have been arfested there.

Late this evening it is reported that 
the body of King Humbert will be 
brought here on Sunday. Queen Mar- 
gherita desires to accompany the re- 
mains. 

Emperor William has notified the govy- 
ernment of his intention to attend the 
funeral. 

A dispatch of condolence has been re- 
ceived from Li Hung Chang. 

In the absence of the new king the 
ministry has issued in his name a mani- 
festo to the nation as follows: 

“King Victor Emanuel III, in ascend- 
ing the throne, has to perform the pain- 
ful duty of announcing to ...e country 
the awful calamity which has recently 
cut short the valuable life of King Hum- 
bert. 

‘The nation, wounded In {ts sincere | 
e august.dead, in a sincere 
feeling of devotion and adhesion to the 
dynasty, while execrating the cruel 
crime, will be plunged, into’ profound 
grief for the venerated° memory of a 
good, brave and magnanimous king, the 
pride of his people, and the worthy per- 
petuator of the traditions. of the house 
of Savoy, by rallying with unshakeable 
loyalty around his august successor. 
Italians will prove by their deeds that 
their institutions do not die.”’ 

Troops Take the Oath. 

All the Italian troops took the oath of 
allegiance to the new king today amid 
the applause of the people.

KING HUMBERT LIES IN STATE. 


Body of Dead Monarch Is Still at 
Monza, 

Monza, July 31.—The body of King Hum- 
bert, dressed in black, lies today in the 
bed ordinarily used by him.- Around the 
massive candelabra holding tapers at the 
foot and head of the bed are flowers 
placed by Queen Margherita, who passed 
the long hours of the night in prayer by 
the bed on which the body les. Father 
Bignami, the court chaplain, is in Iimme- 
diate charge of the bler. The cardinal 
archbishop of Milan has ordered a requiem 
mass in all churches in his diocese. 

Enormous numbers of telegrams of re- 
gret and condolence continue to. arrive, 
including messages from the most illus- 
trious families of Rome. 

The forma! act of recording the death of 
King Humbert was drawn up at 1 o’clock 
this morning in the king’s bedroom. It 
was witnessed by Count Rudini, former 
prime minister, and the royal household.

DRAPER PRAISES HUMBERT. 


American Ambassador Was Greatly 
Attaénhed to Italy’s Ruler. 

South Framingham, Mass., July 3L— 
General W. F. Draper, ambassador to 
Italy, in a letter to the Milford board of 
trade today, referring to the assassina- 
tion of King Humbert of Italy, said: 

“The assassination of King Humbert 
is one of those atrocious crimes against 
the heads of government which do not 
seem to diminish in frequency as §g0v- 
ernments grow milder. 

“King Humbert I knew well and was 
greatly attached to him. During my stay 
in Rome I was assigned three or four 
private interviews a year, of about an 
hour each, at which only his majesty 
and I were present, and outside-.of this 
I met him at court functions probably 
six or eight times more each year. At 
all these latter occasions he never failed 
to seek me out for five or ten minutes’ 
conversation, that being his custom with 
each of the ambassadors who might be 
present. He was greatly interested in 
the United States and particularly in 
our wonderful material progress. 

‘At our last interview he sald: ‘You 
will lead the world—you are leading it 
now materially.’ He also said: “We old 
nations that are compelled to keep up 
immense armies to protect ourselves 
against each other are very severel 
handicapped.’ He was_ frank, cordial, 
courageous, the beau ideal of a soldier, 
and it is said that he would have pre- 
ferred to have been a general of one 
of his own cavalry divisions to being king 


of Italy.”’

Clalmed That He Deplored the Killing 
of Governor Goebel. 


HIS TESTIMONY CONSUMED A DAY 


' ‘When Court Adjourned for the Day 
Powers Was Still on the Stand, 
Being Cross-Examined by 
the Prosecuting At- 
torney. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 31.—Former Sec- 
retary of State Caleb Powers resumed the 
witness stand in his own behalf today in 
his trial for allged complicity in the kill- 
ing of Goebel. He said that on the morn- 
ing of the assassination he was prepar- 
ing to go to Louisville to make arrange- 
ments for bringing more people to Frank- 
fort. He locked his office door as de- 
scribed by Witness Golden, but denied 
that anything suspicious was said. At 
LaGrange the party heard that Goebel 
had been assassinated and that the shot 
had been fired from the second or third 
story of the executive building. 

“T said it was a shame and an outrage.”’ 
continued the witness, ‘‘and that it would 
blight the chance of all of us whose offices 
were in contest. I expressed similar sen- 
timents to other people that day.” 

“TY thought it my duty,”’ Powers 
tinued. “to return to Frankfort as soon 
as possible, and did so that afternoon I 
went to the executive building and with 
my key, the only one I ever had to the 
office, unlocked the door. I found that 
the lock had been battered and had diffi- 
culty in getting the key out of it. fF 
did not take the lock off and supplant 
with a new one, as has been stated by the 


prosecution.”’ ' 

The day after tke assassination, wit- 
ness said he began an investigation to 
learn from whence the shot was fired. 
He denied making a statement to Golden 
that he was satisfied the shots came from 
his office. Powers said his attorney ad- 
vised him to make his way to-the moun- 
tains and remain there until public éex- 
citement died out before giving himself 
up for trial. 

The witness denied that he ever had 
any one of a half dozen or mofe conver- 
sations with Wharton Golden about which 
the latter told on the stand last week, 
and denied that he had ever talked with 
him or any other person about the kill- 
ing of Goebel or any other member 
the legislature. 

In regard to the testimony of Robert 
Noakes. witness said he never had a con- 
versation with Noakes in regard to the 
smokeless powder cactridges and never 
saw Noakes at Frankfort on January 
%th. when Noakes alleged that the wit- 
ness made so many damaging statements 
to him.

Witness said he 
wrote the letter to Professor Stevens, of 
Rarboursville. February 10th, saying in 
substance: ‘“The present demoralized con- 
dition of the democratic party is .due to 
me more than anv other man in the staté.

Ex-Governor Brown, who was conduct- 
ine the direct examination, asked what 
he meant by the expression. The prose- 
cution objected to any explanation of the 
letter on the ground that there was no 
ambiguity about the words used and that 
it should go to the jury to be construed 
by it. The court sustained this conten- 
tion. holding that as long as the defend- 
ant and other witnesses had given the 
same testimony in regard to the contents 
of the letter that the jury should judg@ 
as to the meaning of it. The defense 
made an exception. 

The witness admitted part of a con- 
versation between him and Representa- 
tive Hampton, of Knox county, but said 
Mr. Hampton had misconstrued the main 
point. What he said was that if Goebel 
should become governor and witness held 
on to the office of secretary of state, 
somebody might assassinate him, but he 
did not mean to insinuate that Goebel 
would have that done.

Raleigh, N. C., July 31.—(Special.)—The 
story of the passing of Marion Butler 
from the ranks of political entities was 
told in these dispatches yesterday. To- 
day’s story is of a different character. It 
is of the development of a leader, the 
making of a popular hero, in the stress of 
a great campaign. 

For every crisis in the affairs of a state 
Or a nation there is raised up a leader. 
In the present emergency he has been 
furnished the democrats of North Caro- 
lina in the person of Charles B. Aycock, 
their candidate for governor. 

If present indications be truly prophetic, 
Governor Aycock’s name will take rank 
in the future with the great names of 
Carolina history. An able lawyer and 
brilliant orator, he possesses two other 
characteristics essential to lasting suc- 
céss—great personal magnetism and un- 
assailable moral character. Possessing a 
perfect genius for public speaking, he is 
not merely the orator; intimate knowledge 
of the intricacies of the law has not de- 
prived 1im of breadth of vision or of the 
native “horse’’ sense with which he is 
endowed to a high degree; success has not 
caused him to lose his understanding of, 
or his sympathies with, the common peo- 
ple; the knowledge of personal magnetism 
has not resulted in “big head,’’ as it so 
often does.

I will not undertake to say who are the 
real parties responsible for this high- 
handed interference with the registrars 
in the discharge of their lawful duties, 
but one thing is certain—thc Proceedings 
were not instituted for honest purp pses, 
They were not instituted for the purfose 
of getting honest votes registered, but to 
get dishonest and disqualified 
registered. These officials are trying to 
carry outthe law of the state faithfully 
and honestly registering those entitled to 
be registered and keeping off the lists 
those who havo no right to get on. In the 
honest discharge of their duties they are 
entitled to protection, and the white 
people, of North Carolina intend to see 
to it that they are protected.

EVANS CASE GOES OVER A DAY. 


Prisoner and Attorney Both Too Ill 
for Trial. — 

Louisville, Ga., July 31.—«Speécial.)\—The 
case of the state versus Will Evans, 
charged with murder, was called this 
morning. Colonel Howard Thompson, 
one of Evans's counsel, was too ill to go 
into the case today and likewise the de- 
fendant was too sick to appear in court 
this morning. Dr. J. W. Batley was call- 
ed to see Evans today and stated in open 
court this afternoon that the prisoner 
would likely be well enough tomorrow 
to go on trial. Evans is suffering with a 
slight fever today and was considerably 
nauseated this morning, having been at- 
tacked with violent vomiting. He was 
brouyi:t to Gainesville yesterday morn- 
ing from Atlanta, where he has been held 
in Fulton county jail s@ce the killing, 
for the purpose of being put on trial. He 
is represented by H. H. Dean and How- 
ard Thompson, of Gainesville. 

The crime with which Evans is charged 
is the killing of ex-Policeman Ed Merck, 
on the evening of Monday, April 16th, 
last. There had been bad blood between 
the two men for some time, it is said, and 
on the afternoon previous to the shooting 
they met on the public square in front 
of Littlefjeld’s store and engaged in a 
fight, in which Merck worsted Evans 
considerably, beating-him with his fists. 
The men were separated, but after a 
lapse of an hour or such a matter Evans 
passed down the street in front of La- 
them & Son’s market and shot Merck as 
he was coming out of the doar, the 
wounds resulting in Merck’s death a few 
days later. 

Evans was immediately placed under 
arrest and put in ail here, where he was 
kept for a short time and then removed 
to the Fulton county jail. The killing 
excited a great deal of attention and the 
trial will prove one of the most interest- 
ing held in Hall superior court in many 
years.

JOHN RIDPATH 
DIED LAST NIGHT 


He Was America’s Foremost Living 
Historian. 


AUTHOR OF MANY WORKS 


At Work on History of United States 
When Death Came, 


WAS AT ONE TIME EDITOR OF THE ARENA 


Death Came at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, Where He Had: Long 
Been a Patient. 


New York, July 31.—John Clark Ridpath, 
the historian, died. in the Presbyterian 
hospital at 3 o’clock this evening, of a 
complication of diseases. He had been a 
patient in the hospftal since April 26th. 

John Clark Ridpath, LL.D., was born 
in Putnam county, Indiana, in Apri, 1541. 
He was graduated’; from. Asbury, ow 
Depauw, university in 1863, taking first 
honors. After serving as principal of an 
academy at Thorntown, Ind., and as su- 
perintenlJent of public schools at Law- 
renceburg, he was called in 1869 to the 
chatr of English literature at Depauw. 
He was transferred later to the chair of 
history and political philosophy. 

In 1875 he published his first book, an 
“Academic History of the United States.’’ 
In 1876 he published his ‘‘Popular History 
of the United States,’’ and afterwards 
“The Life and Works of Garfield.’ His 
“Cyclopedia of Universal History” was 
published in 1885. 

In 1885 he resigned the professorship in 
Depauw and the vice presidency of the 
university, in order that he might devote 
his whole time to writing. In 1893 he pub- 
lished his ‘‘Life and Works of James G. 
Blaine,’’ end in 18% “Great Races of Man- 
kind.’’ He was engaged for ten years in 
preparing the material and for four years 
in writing this work. In 1898 he published 
his “Life and Times of Gladstone,” and a 
supplement to the “History of All Na- 
tions.’””’ He was for a time editor of The 
Arena Magazine, of Boston. In 1896 
ran for congress on the democratic ticket 
in his home district in Indiana, and was 
defeated by a small inajority. In recent 
years he hés been engaged in the prepara- 
tion of a complete and elaborate history 
of the United States. At the time of the 
historian'’s death his wife and son were 
at the bedside. The body was later re- 
moved from the hospital. 


ELDERS PAINTED BRIGHT BLUE. 


Zionist Preachers Meet with Rough 
Treatment at Mansfield, Ohio. 
Columbus, O., July 31.—Last night a 
mob stormed a residence in Mansfield, 
where Zionist elders were holding ser- 
vices, and captured the elders. Two of 
the men—A. McFarlane, of Marion, and 
G. F. Stevenson, of Chicago—promised 
to leave the city and were released. The 
others—E. P. Fisher and A. W. Me- 
Clurkin, of Chicago—fefused to make 
such a promise and the mob, after strip- 
ping them of their clothing, painted their 
bodies with ultra-marine and paraded 
them through the streets. Today John 
Alexander Dowie, head of the Zionists, 
telegraphed Governor Nash from Mon- 
tague, Mich., asking protection for the 
elders at Mansfield. The governor com- 
municated with the sheriff of Richland 
county, who replied that the elders had 

left and that everything was quiet.

Gainesville, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)—The 
jury in the case of the state vs. Thomas 
Crapman returned a verdict of. guilty, 
with recommendation for mercy, at 8 
c’clock this morning, after having been 
out since 10 o'clock last night, at which 
hour the judgze’s charge was concluded.

It is 
understood that at the first vote taken by 
the jury, ten stood for conviction and two 
for acquittal.

At 
the last term of Carroll superior court the 
grand jury returned a true Dill against 
Kline for the offense of cheating and 
Swindling. Mr. Hamrick was the prose- 
cutor, and the facts of the case appear to 
be that a man of fine address and ap- 
pearance was in the city end soon began 
to affiliate freely with the officials of the 
town, county and circuit. Having gained 
the confidence of the mayor, Ne asked him 
to accompany him to the bank and iden- 
tify him chat he might get a draft cashed. 
This was done. Kline drew on a Balti- 
more firm, Norris & Co., representing that 
he was so authorized, but before he could 
get the meney the bank required an in- 
dorsement. Whereupon Mr, Hamrick was 
called upon to tndorse the draft. He did 
so. Kline soon left the city, and goon the 
draft was returned dishonored and Mr, 
Hamrick had it to pay. Kline could not 
be heard of, and the bench warrant for 
him was vnexecuted. 

Upon hearing of Kline’s incarceration at 
Rome, Mr. Hamrick went to see him, 
and reports that he is the same man that 
was here. It is said that Kline wanted 
an interview with Hamrick, but Hamrick 
declined, stating that he only. wanted to’ 
see him. 


THINKS THEY CAN HOLD OUT. 
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Message Comes from the Japanese 
Legation in Pekin. 


Washington, July 31.—The Japanése con- 
Sul at Tien Tsin telegraphed on the 27th 
instant a dispatch dated the 19th, from 
the Japanese minister at Pekin to the 
foreign office at Tokio, which had reached 
Tien Tsin by special courier on the 25th. 
The minister says: 

“The Japanese marines and others con- 
tinue under the command of the military 
attache of the Tung Fuh Siang’s troops. 
I think we can hold out, though the 
task is by no means an easy one, until 
we are relieved by the division of Japa- 
rese troops which I hear through a spe- 
clal messenger will arrive at Tien Tasin 
by the end of this month. The Chinese 
have stopped firing since the 17th and 
the Chingse authorities are apparently 
disposed to open negotiations.

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The Paramount Issue. 

We are surprised to find that The 

Washington Post, one of the most es- 
teemeq of our contemporaries, as our 
readers know, persists in identifying 
the democratic party with a policy of 
anti-expansion. The Post has got 
hold of a quibble and holds on to it 
With a tenacity hard to describe. Sen- 
ator Hoar and Mr. Edward Atkpson 
Were the apostles of antt-expansion, 
and nobody ever accused them of enter- 
taining any view or opinion that might 
be regarded as democratic. Practical- 
ly, the whole question is one of ad- 
ministration. How are we to deal 
' with the human interests that have 
- fallen under our care and protection? 
' Are we to treat them as the Euro- 
pean monarchies treat their colonies, 
or as the United States, under demo- 
cratic auspices, treated their newly 
acquired territories? 
4 The Post is distinctly not an organ, 
| and therefore it is regrettable to see 
' it holding on to the fag-end of a re- 
publican roorback to the effect that 
Mr. Bryan and the democratic party 
were in favor of withdrawing our 
troops from the Philippines and turn- 
ing the islands over to the terror and 
confusion that would result from Ag- 
uinalde’s dictatorship. As a matter 
of fact, no democrat of any prominence 
or influence, so far as we know, has 
ever dreamed of subscribing to such 
a proposition. 

As we have pointed out in these col- 
umns time and time again, it is pre- 
posterous to suppose that any sensi- 


a ble democrat ever entertained the idea 


that the United States could afford 
to shirk the responsibilities thrust up- 
on them by the fortunes of war. In 
matters of such large import as the 
occupation of these islands by the 
Americans, we do not believe in ac- 
cident. The event is providential in 
its nature; it means something more 
important than the wisest man can 
‘now foresee. Whatever it may mean, 
it certainly did not and does not mean 
that we are to turn these people over 
to their own untrained and undisci- 
plined political desires, or to become 
the prey of European rapacity, 

We can only deplore what has hap- 
pened under republican auspices. We 
know that had the democrats been in 
charge of the government at the time 
» of the fall of Manila, the Filipinos 
> would have been treateq as friends 
— and allies after the event as before, 
_ and -they would have had the prompt 
* assurance of the fact that they were 
not to be treated as vassals, but were 
to enjoy the same rights and privi- 
leges which the constitution guaran- 
tees to all who live under the opera- 


tions of the laws of the republic. In 
. this way a cruel and costly war would 


_ have been averted, the name of Amer- 
- ica would not have been dishonored 
_ among those whose aspirations for lib- 
- erty are just as honest and as respect- 
» able as our own, and many valuable 
»- lives would have been saved on both 
' sides, 
| That the republican administration 
- is responsible for the confusion and 


_ disorder that has followed is perfect- 


ly clear to every person who has any 
regard to right and justice. When 
Mr. McKinley went about the country 
last summer declaring that the flag 
Meant the same in our new posessions 

mat it means in the United States, 
He was just as much in earnest as he 
Was when he declareg that it wag our 
Plain duty ta do justice to the Porto 


il 


Ricans. In both instances he was 
making an effort to reassure those few 
republicans who have not forgotten 
that their organization, in its day and 
time, and before it leased its influence 
to the commercial and financial syn- 
dicates, claimed to be the party of 
“great moral ideas.” How far he 
succeeded, let the attitude of Senator 
Hoar show. That able rhetorician is 
now supporting a policy which he de- 
nounced as a crime because, forsooth, 
Mr. Bryan was in favor of cutting 
loose from the complications of war 
by ratifying the treaty. 

Mr. Bryan has never been in favor 
of withdrawing our troops from the 
Philippines under fire, nor of leaving 
the Filipinos to fall upon the friars 
and the Spanish. residents, to become 
finally the prey of such predatory pow- 
ers as Great Britain, where the bare 
news of the discovery of a gold mine 
causes the whole nation to shake with 
greed and dribble at the mouth. 

Our Washineton contemporary was 
able some weeks ago to make a very 
clear distinction between tne demo- 
cratic programme and the designs of 
the republican administration. We re- 
member how it clamored against the 
injustice to Porto Rico involved in 
the imposition of a tariff on the prod- 
ucts of the island, and how it pre- 
dicted that popular indignation in this 
country would cause the party to open 
its eyes when the campaign began in 
earnest. But The Post now gays that 
this particular matter, as well as the 
general issue in. which it is included, 
will soon be satisfactorily settled hy 
the supreme court. 

It should be borne in.mind, however, 
that it is the principle involved, ana 
not the amount of money the tariff 
may exact from the Porto Ricans 
which has caused indignation. The 
American colonists went to war not 
because of the money value of the 
stamp and tea tax, but because of the 
injustice of the measure. The cost 
of that war would have paid the taxes 
for a century to come. The fact that 
the supreme court may stepin between 
the republican party and its victims 
is no argument in behalf of that party. 

The issue between the republicans 
and the democrats is not expansion 
per se, but whether the inhabitants of 
the new territories shall become par- 
takers in the rights and privileges 
guaranteed by the constitution. It 4s 
a question, in short, whether we shall 
wield sovereignty after the manner of 
a monarchy, or after the methods of 
a republic. The fact that the supreme 
court is to pass upon the question does 
not extract from the issue one iota 
of its gravity or importance. 

The fact that Judge Snodgrass. of 
Tennessee, is able to stand on the 
Kansas City platform shows that im- 
perialism and not expansion is the par- 
amount issue. The question of ex- 
pansion is, it appears to us, one of 
expediency. No violence is done to 
our institutions. by expansion so far 
as we can see; but the question wheth- 
er, after expansion, we are to govern 
these new people as anempire or ag a 
republic. is a very vital one, and in- 
volves a principle which affects our oWn 
institutions and has to do with the 
rights and privileges of our own citi- 
zens. 

It seems difficult to convince The 
Washington’ Post, though it has here- 
tofore written informingly on this very 


subject, that the paramount issue in 


this campaign is whether the people 
are willing to set up an imperial gov- 
ernment over people who, however 
alien . they may be to _ ourselves 
in origin and history, are not 
alien to those aspirations for politi- 
cal freedom which have caused the 
upbuilding oi the American republic. 
The supreme court may make deci- 
sions calculated to give the Porto Ric- 
ans immunity from one form of tyr- 
anny, but that tribunal cannot make 
over the republican party and inject 
into it the love of liberty and republic- 
an institutions which manifests itself 
so prominently in the public record of 
Abraham Lincoln.

War a Provoker of Lying. 
There are many different kind of lies 


and many sources and motives from 
which they spring. But we venture to 
say without fear of contradiction, that 
the gory art of war can cheerfully 
hold itg own with respect to the two 
latter qualities. 

For almost a full month past the 
people of the entire world have been 
waiting with bated breath to hear 
some definite news from the disaffected 
territory in China. Ignorance as to the 
fate of the Pekin legatiogners and the 
Christian contingent in the Chinese 
capital, likewise, has been dense and 
almost unbearable. Nearly every legit- 
imate source of information had been 
cut off. or furnished fragmentary 
scraps of knowledge which went no 
way at all toward allaying the feverish 
anxiety of the people. Military oper- 
ations were practically at a standstill 
for lack of information on which to 
act with any degree of safety or cer- 
tainty. It was this promising condition 
of affairs which gave birth to the pe- 
culiar species of liar known as the 
Shanghai article, and already he has 
made a reputation which entitles him 
to rank with the fakirs of former wars. 

Some of the most absurd and con- 
flicting reports have gone out from 
Shanghai, which is conceded to be the 
clearing house for Chinese war news, 
for the reason that it is the nearest 
city to Pekin which the newspaper cor- 
respondent can occupy with any de- 
gree of safety to themselves or their 
communication with the outside world. 
One day we are informed, by what 
appears to be gilt-edged authority, 
that all the Christians in Pekin have 
been’ massacred, the legations razed 
to the ground and all China in a fright- 
ful condition of internecine revolt and 
disaffection. The next day we are as- 
sured, by parties who wolld fain bear 
the imprint of truth on their counte- 
nances, that the brave ministers are 
still battling for their lives or that they 
are under the protection of the Chinese 
government; the reports sometimes 
vary, giving details of a projected in- 
dependent movement on Pekin by the 
Russian forces, a disastrous squabble 
among the allied rescuers, some new 
and strange freak on the part of Li 
Hung Chang, or. a thousand and one 
other developments which are received 
with scorn or credulity, according to 
the temperament of the individual 
reader or nation. 

This much is true, absolutely true 
beyond peradventure or the stanch- 
est denial: Our overwhelming and 
helpless ignorance of any facts beyond 
those that people are being killed by 
the wholesale and that countless num- 
bers of bare faced, conscienceléss lies 
are being circulated by somebody at 
some point. pre a |, 

Panic has prevailed all 


over the civ- 


flized world so universally at this crit- 


ical situation that governments as well 
as amateur strategists seem to have 
forgotten that every prevarication that 
is promulgated has some powerful mo- 
tive behind it, and that there are a 
sufficient number of people at present 
interested in the Chinese situation to 
furnish a cartload of statements every 
day. England, for example, has every 
reason for wanting to muddy the situ- 
ation, and to delay action by every 
means that may occur to the subtle 
brains of her diplomatists. Her main 
strength is now concentrated in South 
Africa, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that she will use every endeavor to 
postpone any definite development in 
the far east until she is better able to 
take an aggressive part therein. It 
must be remembered, in connection 
with this statement, that much news 
that reaches us is from London and 
Shanghai, points almost exclusively 
dominated by English news gathering 
agencies, 

The other points through which al- 
leged news persistently trickles are of 
German, French or Russian origin. 
Just what interest these nations have 
in the integrity or the dismemberment 
of China, the average newspaper read- 


er can deduce for himself, As to wheth- | 


er the agents or citizens of any of 
these governments are capable of fal- 
sifying facts, is, perhaps, a matter of 
opinion. But it is nevertheless a phase 
worth while carefully considering. 

Taking these facts, ang others in- 
spired by this line of thought, into con- 
sideration, it will be seen that there 
is necessity for the greatest temper- 
ance and discretion in dealing with the 
complicated problems now presented, 
not only to the foreign offices of the 
different interested governments, but 
alike to individual citizens laying any 
claim to patriotism. It is possible that 
the entire situation in China is being 
deliberately misrepresented to the civ- 
ilizeq world, or any gullible portion of 
it. This being true, let every man be 
slow in forming an opinion, and it 
would not be a bad plan for the vari- 
ous governments to adopt the Same 
course. 
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Chauncey’s Tongue A-going. 

It is a very quiet day when the 
tongue of Chauncey M Depew is not in 
motion. One of his recent utterances is: 

The democrats made imperialism the 
burning issue. All winter in the United 
States senate we endeavored to have our 
democratic colleagues tell us what Amer- 
ican imperialism is. But every explana- 
tion condemned President Jefferson, the 
father of the democratic party, for tak- 
ing from Napoleon the territory of Louisi- 
ana, from which have been carved fifteen 
states of the American union; and the 
democratic presidents, Monroe, Jackson, 
Polk and Pierce, for acquiring from Spain 
and governing Florida, and also Califor- 
nia, and the other vast areas taken from 
Mexico. 

If Chauncey had kept his ear-trump- 
et near enough for use, he would have 
understood that in the cases to which 
he refers, there was no interregnum 
of constitutional rights nor debate 
about the intentions of the govern- 
ment. Never for an instant were the 
democratic acquisitions of ‘ territory 
considered to be without the protection 
of the laws of the country. The demo- 
cratic presidents not only recognized 
their “plain duty,” but they did it— 
wherein lies the contrast with the im- 
perialism of Mr, McKinley.

FOREIGNERS. 

While there is a great influx of immigrants, 
the number grows but slowly. Thus the pres- 
ent decade will have seen 3,543,000 arrivals, 
and yet the census of 1900 will show an in- 
crease of less than 1|,000,000. 

It is estimated that only three-fifths die here, 
the remainder either return to Europe or g0 
elsewhere. 

Arrivals in thirty years: Germans, 3,026,- 
000; Irish, 1,540,000; British, 1,906,000; var- 
ious, 2,865,900. Total, 10,357,000. 

The estimate shows in thirty years 13 per 
cent of the Irish, 14 per cent of Germans and 
33 per cent of the British left the country. 

The census of 1900 will show the foreign pop- 
ulation constitutes a declining ratio, and that 
the decline is very marked as regards Germans 
and Irish, who together stood in 1890 for 
more than 50 per cent of the foreign born, 
whereas they now stand for no more than 43.

The war was approaching its most in- 
teresting and exciting stage when an old 
man residing in a southern city got the 
idea into his head that it would be a good 
thing to keep a diary and record what he 
saw and heard, with hits comments on the 
situation. 

He had retired from business and was 
living with his wife in a modest cottage. 
He was nelther wealthy nor prominent, 
but he had always borne a good charac- 
ter among his neighbors. Everybody knew 
that he was clever, harmless and a lover 
of peace. 


The war diary began to grow volumi- 
nous. The old man faithfully jotted down 
what he heard and he spiced the record 
with his opinions. 

In the course of time the writer felt so 
proud of his work that he spoke of it to 
his neighbors. 

Next door to him lHved two young la- 
dies and the amateur historian occa- 
sionally favored them with extracts from 
his diary. Some of the chapters were-not 
at all complimentary to the confederates, 
but the writer was not responsible for 
them. He simply chronicled what he saw 
and heard in an interior town far away 
from the front. 

The girls were not unfriendly, but thoy 
were fond of gossip and they naturally 
told their visitors about the neighbor and 
his little war book. 


Some of the officers and young men 
who were intimate with the ladies were 
very much interested in what they heard 
and they expressed a desire to see the 
diary. 

The girls told the old man that they 
wanted to borrow his note book and he 
let them have it with pleasure, evidently 
feeling highly complimented by their in- 
terest fn it. 

The book was turned over to several 
officers and leading citizens and it was 
read over and over again and very care- 
fully considered. 

In s0Me way the matter leaked out and 
wag talked about. The facts were mis- 
understood and exaggerated, and the old 
man plodding about town hunting up 
data and industriously recording ‘it was 
regarded as a public enemy.

Cook Makes a Statement in Which He 
gamits That He Intended To 
Use Whip on His Father. 
Says That He Was 
Wronged. 


With a bullwhip in his hand and a pis 
pl in his pocket. Edward W. Cook went 
ast night about § o'clock to rooms at the 
corner of Marietta and Hunnicutt streets 
for the purpose of assaulting his father, 
Judge D. A. Cook, and finding his father 
absent, he demolished everything there 
was in the bedroom and the judge’s 
offices. 

The attempt of a son to horsewhip his 
father caused considerable feeling in the 
community, and the police took Cook in 
eustody and jocked him up at the police 
parracks. 

Cook had gone to find his father, after 
he had been to the home of his brother- 
in-law, Dr. Allen D. Johnson, 114 West 
Harris street, and there became involved 
in a serious difficulty, the doctor’s family 
stating that he drew a pistol. 

Cook had been drinking some, but was 
not drunk. He talked to a reporter of The 
Constitution after his arrest, and gave an 
aecount of what he termed his ‘‘wrongs 
and mistreatment by his father.”” He ad- 


_ mitted that he had the whip to strike his 


father with, and said if his father had 
resisted or attempted to use a weapon he 
‘would have “been ready for him.”’ 

The direct cause of Cook’s attempted 
assault on his father was a suit for [534.31 
which Judge Cook had filed against his 
son for alleged borrowed money. An in- 
direct cause of the whole matter is the 
sale of a piece of property today which 
was recovered by Judge Cook’s nine chil- 
their mother’s death, and 
which had been sold several years ago. 
Two policemen chanced to be passing 
the corner of Marictta and Hunnicutt 
street#’ while Cook was breaking up the 
furniture in his father’s apartments, and 
the inves‘igation which followed led to 


Cook's arrest. 


The officers reported that the young man

The Bullwhip and the Pistol. 

The bullwhip which Cook intended to 
se on his father was taken by the police 
along with the pisto] he had in his pocket.

Cook claims he had the pistol because 
he was a deputy sheriff, but stated frank- 
ly that he meant to protect himself with 
it if, While using the whip, his father 
made any effort to use a weapon. 

The police have not decided exactly 
What cases to make against Cook, but it 
was stated last night that he could be 
prosecuted for burglary, carrying a con- 
cealed weapon, pointing a pistol at an- 
a, Rosrderty, conduct and malicious 
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police jwere called by the family, the 
sender of the message Saying that there 
was a desperate man there who was 
about to commit a murder. When the 
— arrived on the scene Cook had 
eft. 

From a statement which Dr. Johnson 
afterwards made to Judge Cook, it seems 
that Cook drew his pistol and came near 
shooting the doctor and was only pre- 
vented from doing: so by the ladies in 
the house throwing themselves between 
the two men. Cook denies this. 

After leaving Dr. Johnson's residence, 
Cook went out Marietta street to where 
his father both holds court and sleeps. 
The judge has offices over a store at the 
corner of Hunnicutt, and adjoining his 
offices is his bedroom. 

The young man finding the doors closed, 
kicked open one of them and entered. 
Once inside, he smashed glasses, clocks 
and ink bottles; made kindling wood of 
the bed and desk, and broke every chair 
he could lay his hands on. The rooms 
couldn’t have looked worse if a cyclone 
had struck them. It was while he was 
engaged in this pastime that the officers 
arrived and placed him under arrest. 

Cook was taken to the police barracks 
in a trolley car and was locked up on 
the city charge of drunk and disorderly. 
The bullwhip and the pistol were kept 
as evidence. 

The arresting officers—Hollinsworth, 
Hewell and Jones—stated that fhey found 
the room torn to pieces, and they be- 
lieved if they had not acted promptly 
Cook might have used his pistol on 
them. 


What the Father Says. 

Judge Cook stated that he did not 
know his son was angry and drinking 
and had no idea he intended to make 
an assault. 

“I was on my way to Dr. Johnson’s 
house to see my daughter when Ed went 
to my place,’ said the judge. ‘‘He has 
shown himself to be very ungrateful. I 
spent over $5,000 on him to get him out 
of trouble and if fie has worked a day 
in his life I do not know it. All he says 
about me and ‘the sale of the Collier 
property is false and you need not believe 
one vford he says. A mistake was hon- 
estly made and th@ courts set it right. 
I sued him because he owed me the 
money which he borrowed, and now 
that he has property T think it but right 
that he should pay me. If I had not en- 
tered suit he would not have paid me a 
dollar. All of his sisters and brothers 
will tell you that ne speaks falsely about 
the whole matter.”’ 

Telephone messages sent to the sta- 
tion sergeant last night caused that of- 
ficer to hold Cook without bail until 
the whole affair could be further looked 
into. These messages came from the 
young man’s fathér and Dr. Johnson. 

Ed Cook’s Statement. 

Cook made a statement to The Consti- 
tution last night after his arrest, He 
said all he wished was a square deal and 
to have his friends know how he had bcen 
treated. 

“Tt desire nothing but simple justice,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and wish to be placed right 
before the public. My father, B. A, Cook, 
was trustee for my mother for certain 
property, which her father. Merrill Col- 
lier, left her with only a Hfe interest. 
He wanted to sell some of the property 
and my mother would not consent to it. 
He thereupon forged an order for the 
sale with his brother, Ham Cook, of Al- 
bany, as security, He took the funds from 
the sale of the McClure corner on White- 
hall street @nd invested it in Tennessee. 
My mother died on January 3d of this 
year and her nine children, with myself 
in the lead, sued for recovery of ihe 
property which had been fraudulently 
sold by my father. Westmoreland Bros. 
were employed by us and suit first began 
for the Mitchell street property and we 
gained it. It ig to be sold tomorrow. My 
father tried to induce me to sel] to him 
and I would not.. I can prove that he 
wrote: a letter to each of his children say- 
ing that he would renounce every cne 
who participated in the suit. He said he 
would ruin me, and this I can prove by 
an affidavit from my brother, Dr. H. C.

SHOT THE NEGRO 


Joel Hurt Helps Officer Mayo Wing 
a Fugitive. 


THE NEGRO WAS DESPERATE 


He Had Beat His Wife and Shot at 
Five Men. 


TOOK A LAST SHOT AT A POLICEMAN 


Mr. Hurt Came from His House and 
Shot at the Same Time the 
Officer Did. 


Police officers and citizens had a lively 
fight with a desperate negro at Inman 
Park last night. which resulted in the 
negro, A. C. Bush, getting two bullets in 
his body, one fired by Officer Mayo and 
the other by Joel Hurt, 

Bush's wife, Emma, cooks for Mr, Da- 
vis at the park, and last night he went 
to sea her, and had a quarrel, During the 
altercation Bush lost his temper and be- 
gan to beat the woman unmercifully. The 
woman's screames wereheard by five 
youn men, A. M. White, Eugene Crymer, 
G. D. Wood, Andrew Harman and Aaron 
White, who went into the yard where 
the wife beating was taking place. They 
tried to reason with the negro and when 
they became persistent Bush turned up®n 
them, drawing a pistol. 

The young men prepared to defend 
themselves with whatever they could get 
hold of, and as they did so the in- 
furiated negro fired into the crowd, Three 
shots he fired, and would have fired more, 
doubtless, if he had not wanted to re- 
serve some of his ammunition. None of 
the young men were hit. 

Officers Mayo and Goree, who were on 
bicycles, heard the shots and hurried to 
the scene. They were in time to see 
Bush and to chase him. 

In running Bush went toward the resi- 
dence of Joel Hurt. Mr. Hurt had hearl 
the shooting and ran out to see what it 
was about. As he did so the negro 
pointed his pistol at him and asked him 
if he wanted a shot, 

Mr. Hurt returned to the 
hurriedly seizing his pistol, 
officers. 

Seeing he was closely pressed, Bush 
turned and fired point blank at the offi- 
cer and Mr. Hurt. 

Then both officer and citizen raised their 
weapons and fired almoget simultaneously. 


Bush dropped and cried out that he 
was ready to surrender. 

The negro was taken to the hospital, 
where it was found that both shots had 
taken effect, one entering the right side 
and the other the abdomen. The wounds 
were both serious, and it was believed he 
had but slight chances fo recover. 

Emma Bush was at first taken into 
custody but was afterwards released.

He 
was frightened and tis explained the 
cause of his grief. They Were followed 
by Jim Palmer, a_ well-known negro 
driver, who had taken out habeas corpus 
proceedings before Ordinary W. H. Hul- 
sey, for the purpose of regaining posses- 
sion of the boy. 

Judge Hulsey sustained the habeas cor- 
pus and a hearing of the case will be 
held some time today, either before the 
ordinary, Judge A. E. Calhoun or Judge 
John H. Candler.

Applications for space have been re- 
ceived from some of the largest and most 
prominent concerns in the country. The 
exhibits this fall will rank in interest and 
attractiveness any previous exhibition 
held in Atlanta. 

The board of directors of the fdir will 
meet Thursday afternoon to select a com- 
mittee to take charge of the details and 
arrangements for the horse show. This 
horse show is expected to prove the most 
notable feature of the entire fair. It will 
be conducted on precisely the same lines 
as the New York horse show, and on 
equally as high and finished a plan, so 
far as appointments are concerned. 

In addition to its other interests, it is 
expected to prove an important social 
event. 

The woman’s department of the fair 
has been placed in the control of. the 
Georgia Federation of Woman’s Clubs, to { 
do with just as they see fit.. The women 
will have an unhampered opportunity to 
show just what they can do. 

The directors have appropriated $1,000 
for premiums in this department. 

The club women will act as agents in 
the various counties in the state to pro- 
cure exhibits, take charge Of them and 
place them advantageously in the build- 
ing which will be devoted entirely to wo- 
men’s work.

ATLANTA MEN BOUGHT PLANT 


English, Hawkins and Haas Own 
Southern Agricultural (Works. 


WILL BE OPERATED AT ONCE 


Plant Will Have a Big Capital To 
Start With—Captain James W. 
English Talks. 


Since the sale of the Southern Agricul- 
tural Works it has developed that the 
purchase was made for three of Atlanta’s 
oldest and best known business men— 
James W. English, Frank Hawkins and 
Jacob Haas. , 

These gentlemen armrectate the neces- 
sity of keeping within southern bounds 
the manufacture of implements used in 
southern farming, and with this point in 
view -purchased the plant of the agri- 
cultural works, and will open and oper- 
ate the works here in Atlanta and con- 
tinue to supply the demand, and if possi- 
ble increase the capacity of the plant to 
meet the demands made throughout the 
south. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Captain English said: 

“The members of the Southern Indus- 
trial League have been doing all in their 
power to encourage southern manufact- 
uring concerns. Cotton mills have been 
opened, and almost every other branch of 
manufacture, but since the failure of the’ 
Southern Agricultural Works there is no 
concern in this part of the country to 
furnish farming implements. 

“The tools empfoved in farming are 
closely related to the output, and after 
consideration, my associates and myself 
decided that there was a great field to 
promote southern industry in manufact- 
uring the tools employed in farming. We 
decided to purchase the old plant of the 
agricultural works and enlarge it and 
operate it on a larger basis that ever be- 
fore. We have been assured of hearty 
co-operation and will no doubt open with 
$200,000 or $300,000 capital. 

“This will, of course, be of great con- 
venience to the farmers throughout Geor- 
gia and the south, as they will be ena-’ 
bled to purchase their plows and other 
implements at a much lower rate than 
northern concerns could possibly supply 
them, after paying the freight south. 
Besides, it iceeps the money at home and 
will benefit them in other respects.” 

The operations of the mill will begin as 
soon as practicable, and ere long will be 
in condition to supply the growing de- 
mand for southern manufactured farming 
implements.’

HE FILED THE PETITION 


Hearing Yesterday as to Validity 
of Court’s Jurisdiction, 


HOYT APPEARED IN THE COURTROOM 


His Friends Rallied Around Him 
and Appeared as Witnesses in 
His ‘Behalf. 


Through George Dickinson, of Atlanta, 
strenuous efforts are In progress in Hart- 
ford, Conn., to effect the release of 
Charles H. Hoyt, the famous ‘playwright, 
from the retreat for the tnsane at that 
place, where he has been confined. 

Proceedings were instituted in the pro- 
bate court yesterday by attorneys repre- 
senting Mr. Dickinson as next friend, and 
the hearing was of an interesting na- 
ture. 

Mr. Hoyt’s release is sought on the 
ground that he was taken to Hartford 
by misrepresentations and through fraud- 
ulent means and for this reason the pro- 
wate court, it is claimed, did not have 
jurisdiction. The question of sanity did 
not figure prominently in the hearing. 
Hoyt was in court, as was Mr. Dickin- 
son and a numberof the actor’s friends. 
Judge Freeman will render his decision 
at 10 o’clock this morning. 

The following Constitution special tells 
the story of the hearing: 

Hartford, Conn., July 31.—(Special.)— 
Friends of Charles H. Hoyt, the play- 
wright, appeared in-the probate court to- 
day in their endeavor to effect his re- 
lease from the retreat of the insane, to 
which he was committed last Thursday, 
George H. Dickinson, of Atlanta, Ga., 
who came to Hartford to help his friend, 
is at the head of the movement and is 
seconded by twenty-three residents of 
Charlestown, N. H., including two clergy- 
men, two lawyers, the postmaster, a 
bank president and some leading mer- 
chants. The courtroom was crowded. 
Judge Freeman presided at the hearing. 
The writ drawn by Judge W. H. Henney, 
counsel for Mr. Dickinson, was ag fol- 
Tows: , 

“The petition of George H. Dick- 
inson, of Atlanta, Ga., respectfully 
represents: 

‘1. That Charles H. Hoyt, of the 
town of Charlestown, State of New 
Hampshire, was committed by your 
honorable court on the 2th day of 
July, 1900, to the custody of the pres- 
ident and directors of the retreat 
for the insane at Hartford in said 
_probate district, where he is stil] de- 
tained and deprived of his liberty by 
virtue of said commitment. ~* 

* ‘2. On the 24th day of July, 1900, the 
said Charles H. Hoyt resided in gaid 
town of Charlestown and had no res- 
idence Or domicile elsewhere. 

‘3. On the 24th day of July, 1900, the 
said Charles H. Hoyt was induced to 
leave said residence at Charlestown, 
N. H., and come to Hartford in said 
probate: district upon the understand- 
ing and pufpose of making arrange- 
ments for a temporary residence, to 
be begun and terminated at hig op- 
tion, at the retreat for the insane in 
said Hartford.

Noted Labor Leader Invited To Attend 
Celebration. 


ALL, THE SPEAKERS NAMED 


Jerome Jones Goes to Louisville This 
Year To Speak. 


HIS WAME WAS PROPOSED HERE 


Labor Day Committee Making Prog- 
ress in Work of Preparing for 
the Big Celebration. 


An important meeting of the executive

Federation of Labor have been such as 
to make a tour of this section impcssible. 


Speakers for Labor Day. 


President J. W. Bridwell, of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, will be master of 
ceremonies, and the following wil] be the 
speakerg in the order in which they will 
deliver their addresses: 

Governor Candler, Mayor ‘Woodward, 
Frank K. Foster, C. T. Ladson, C. A. 
Collier and H. H. Cabaniss. 

The name of Jerome Jones, who is one 
gf the best known labor leaders in At- 
lanta, was proposed as a speaker, but 
Mr. Jones will speak to a large gathering 
of labor people in Louisville, Ky., on 
Labor Day. His name was withdrawn, 
the committee expressing regret shat he 
would not be here to take part in the 
celebration. 

Considerable progress is now being 
made in the way of preparing for the 
appropriate ‘observance of Labor Day in 
Atlanta this year. The general committee 
and all the sub-committees appointed by 
Chairman Bridwell have been. unusnal.y 
busy during the past few weeks and re- 
port that the outlook is exceedingly en- 
couraging.

The Federation of Trades will have one 
of the handsomest banners ever se-r in 
any parade An order for the banner ana 
a number of badges have alread: been 
placed and are expected ir. the city in a 
short time. When the Federation banner 
arrives it will be placed on exhibition in 
some large window in the venter of town. 

The merchants will be offered an in- 
ducement to vie with each other in the 
display of goods upon handsomely dec»- 
rated floats.

UNIQUE CASE IS DECIDED| 


Contract to Electioneer for Pecuniary 
Gain Declared Void. 


CARR SUES MIKE BLOUNT 


Declared He Was Engaged To Work 
at Polls ani That He Received 
Only One-Half. 


Can a man enter into a contract to 
do electioneering work on election day 
for a pecuniary consideration and legally 
recover from a responsible delinquent 4s 
in any ordinary commercial transaction? 
This is 2 question which may involve 
some points of law as well as morals. 
Justice Bateman says no. 

Yesterday morning the case of William 
Carr vs. Mike Blount, involving the fore- 
going questions, was tried before Just'ce 


Bateman. The testimony developed that 
the plaintiff had worked at the polls all 


day at the last democratic primary elec- | 


tion, under a contract made with the 
defendant, whereby the plaintiff was to 
receive $10 as compensation for his labor, 
which consisted in distributing circulars 
and tickets, and talking in behalf of 
the ticket in whose election the defend- 
ant was interested. Blount was running 
for deputy on the Fox = sheriffship 
ticket. He paid Carr % of the amount 
promised, saying he would pay the rest 
later. This he admitted when put on 
the witness stand. It was Carr’s inabil- 
ity to collect the remaining $5 that caused 
him to have recourse to the law. 

Justice Bateman held for the defendant, 
not because there was any doubt, he said, 
of the debt being due the plaintiff under 
the agreement, but because he believed 
its nature was such that it could not be 
recovered. In delivering his verdict, the 
justice dealt upon the duty of every 
citizen to maintain the purity of the elec. 
toral franchise, and said: 

“Such a contract is contrary to public 
policy, illegal and vold, and judgment 
is therefore rendered in favor of the de- 
fendant against the plainthf, and for 
costs of suit,’’

The coal is dug, 
hoisted and transported without explo- 
sives or power applications, Mining i!s 
done with pick and gad; the coal is 
raised by a man-power windlass, which 
In the larger mines may have a circumfer- 
ence of five feet: a crank at each end 
with a long arm,

of coal are hoisted at a time in baskets. 
From the foot of the shaft tunnels are 
run through the coal bed, and at inter- 
vals large quantities of coal are taken. 
leaving roomg about forty feet to fifty feet 
in diameter. Very little coal is taken 
out through inclines and none through 
tunnels, though in some cases a hori- 
zontal tunnel as long as the yertical 
shaft would cut the coal.

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SNAKES TO FIGHT 
THIS AFTERNOON 
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One of the fiercest struggles ever wit- 
nessed in Atlanta is expected today at 
the Atlanta Athletic Club, when a huge 
king snake, the deadly foe of all snakes 
save its own kind, and a ‘huge rattler are 
placed in a ring to do battle for Hfe.

Sugar Took on a Tone of Decided 


Weakness. 


IT DECLINED FOUR POINTS 


American Tobacco Suddenly Dropped 
Three Points. 


MARKET CLOSED AT ABOUT LOWEST 


June Statements of Net Earnings of 
Number of Railroads Were 
Factors of Strength. 


New York, July 3!.—Some animation wus 
given to the closing dealings in the stock 
market today by the conflicting movements of 
prices engendered by the upward spurt in Union 
Pacific and the realizing in Sugar. The break 
in Sugar proved the more effective in its 
influence and the market closed weak at about 
the low level of the day, after having shown 
considerable gains In many stocks at an earlier 
period. The trading was dull and continued 
entirely in professional hands. The early 
strength was reflected to some extent from 
the foreign stock markets which showed decid- 
ed relief over the reliable tencr of the news of 
the safety of the envoys in Pekin. The small 
commitments on the bear side put out yester- 
day were closed up, helping the rise. A num- 
ber of statements of railroad net earnings for 
June, published over night, were factors of 
strength. This was notably true of the Penn- 
sylvania report on account of the extent of the 
territory covered by the lines and the exceed- 
ingly varied- character of its traffic, which 
make its statements valued as accurate reflec- 
tions of general conditions tn the railroad world. 
The stock of the company advanced 1% under 
this influence and the price was well held 
through .the later vicissitudes of the market, 
affording striking contrast to the indifference 
with which June reports of some other rail- 
roads were received. The large net increase 
shown by the Atchison system did not avail 
to hold the stock, and Burlington, after rising 
a sharp fraction, fell below last night’s level 
on realizing when its statement appeared. The 
2 per cent semi-annual dividend on Union Pa- 
cific had been counted upon with certainty on 
account of the authoritative character of tha 
promises made. <A reaction immediately fol- 
lowed by large and aggressive buying for in- 
side interests, which carried the stock up 1%. 
This strength was ineffective in pulling up the 
rest of the list, in which the high level of 
the morning had been availed of to renew yes- 
terday’s realizing movement. Sugar fell ab- 
ruptly to 120%, an extreme decline of 4 
points, and American Tobacco suddenly drop- 
ped 3 points in sympathy. Metropolitan showed 
marked weakness and the whole list fell to 
the -lowest, Union Pacific ylelding a fraction. 
There was some evidence of a speculative con- 
test between the friends of Union Pacific and 
Baltimore and Ohio on account of the attempts 
on the part of the bulls on Union Pacific and 
bears on Baltimore and Ohio to draw un- 
favorable comparisions between the price of 
Union Pacific and Baltimore and Ohio, with 
dividend action yet to be taken. Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit continued rather active today, 
but the movement was not wide and the stock 
saved a fractional net gain. There was a 
slightly firmer tone to sterling exchange today 
in spite of a shading of the London discount 
rate.

Corn Was Fairly Steady Within 
Narrow Limits, Closing Un- 
changed—Heavy Country 
Offerings Factor in 
Decline in Oats. 


Chicago, July 3!.—A sharp decline in oats 
andanequally sharp advance in provisions were 
the features of an exceptionally dull session 
on change today. Wheat closed at a decline of 
%c and corn unchanged for September. Oats 
lost %@%ec on heavy country offerings and 
perfect weather and provisions, influenced by 
light stocks and good cash demand, advanced 
27l%c for pork, 7%@10c for lard and 12% for 
ribs. 

Opening trades in September wheat were 
made at prices %@%c lower than yesterday’s 
closing, 75c being offered at first. The price 
soon slid off another small fraction to 74%c, 
then recovered to 75%c, which proved to be the 
high mark for the day. TAverpool was %d up, 
but that had no influence, the main factor in 
the small decline being the perfect weather in 
the northwest and the comparative weakness 
of the markets in that section. Scalpers were 
the main sellers, but for some time the mar- 
ket held fairly steady at about 75c on a grad- 
ually decreasing amount of trade, the transac- 
tions finally growing so insignificant that the 
pit was almost deserted. Chiefly from this neg- 
lect the September price slowly slipped off to 
74%c, but below 75 there appeared to be a 
fair demand, an4 the price was not allowed to 
remain at that point long, and during the last 
hour the market again assumed some degree of 
steadiness, helped somewhat by reports of 
good export engagements at the seaboard. Trad- 
ing throughout the session was almost en- 
tirely of a local nature, outside orders being 
few and far between. September closed at 
74%@75c. Northwest receipts were 304 cars, 
compared with 226 last week and 296 a year 
ago. Chicago receipts were 35! cars, 46 of 
contract grade.

Corn was fairly steady in narrow | limits. 
There was a slight opening decline due to 
sympathy with wheat, but later the market be- 
came steady and prices recovered. Country 
offerings were light, but the cash demand was 
slow. Local receipts 612 cars. September ad- 
vanced from 38% to 38%c, and closed unchang- 
ed at 38%c. 

Oats were exceedingly weak, and glosing 
prices showed a material decline. Country 
offerings were much freer, the weather ideal 
for the movement and liquidation of futures 
was persistent, elevator people being prom- 
inent sellers. A heavy cash business was 
done on the board, provably 300,00U bushels. 
keceipts were 4/5 cars. September ranged 
from 214%@2i%ec and closed %@%c lower at 
ai rela l Yc. 

Provisions showed more strength than any- 
thing else on the floor. Stocks of all kinds 
were reported very light, and a good cash de- 
mand was evident.

WEATHER REMAINS NORMAL. 


Themometer Went Only to 87 De- 
grees Yesterday, Though It 
Seemed Warmer. 
Notwithstanding the fact that yester- 
day, in the heat of the day, seemed hot 
as any of its predecessors in July, the 
official thermometer registered a max!- 
mum temperature of but 87 degrees. The 
thermometer rose above 9 but three times 
in the month which ended yesterday, 
reaching the maximum of 93 on the 16th.

STATE REQUIRES 
RAILROAD 0 PAY 


Georgia Road Debenture Holdings Must 
Be Returned. 


COMPANY DENIES THE CLAIM 


“ransfer of Debentures to L. and N. 
Took Them Out of State. 


THE GEORGIA STILL HAS AN INTEREST 


Comptroller General Wright Has 
Made Demand on the Road for 
Taxes of 1889 and 1900. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
made demand on the Georgia railroad for 
the payment of taxes for 1899 and 
190 on $388,900 in Atlanta and 
West, Point debentures which should, un- 
der a ruling of Attorney General Terrell, 
have been returned for taxation both tris 
year and last, 

State, county and municipa] taxation for 
the two years on the debentures in aues- 
tion amount approximately to $18,000, and 
while the final answer of the Georgia has 
not yet been made, there is every reason 
to believe that the execution of the camp- 
troller will be heartily contested in court. 
On February 8, 1899, the debentures were 
transferred to the Louisville and N:ish- 
ville. Prior to that time the Central of 
Georgia Railroad Company was part own- 
er of thé property. It is claimed by the 
management of the Georgia that by the 
transaction which transferred the deben- 
tures to the Louisville and Nashville they 
were taken out of the svate and’ are no 
longer subject to Georgia taxes, This was 
the reason offered in 1899 why the property 
was not returned with the other holdings 
of the Georgia, but nothing was said 
about it at the time and no Investigation 
as to the statug of the property was 
instituted. 

Attorney General Terrell] has ascertain- 
ed that the Georgi: railroad still pos- 
sesses considerable interest in the deben- 
tures and his opinion holds that regard- 
less of the fact that the property is solely 
in the Georgia, it is still liable for taxes 
as party at Interest. 

Whatever would he the determination 
of a court as to the JIiability of the 
Georgia for taxation of the $388,900, it is 
certain that taxes must be paid on the 
amount for the year 1899. The deed of 
transfer to the Louisville and Nashville 
was only signed on February 8, 1899, and 
the property should have been assessed 
for taxation for that year on February 
ist. Thera is no reason, so far as Comp- 
troller General Wright knows, why a re- 
turn should not have been made in 18Y%. 
He had been informed that the transfer 
took place in 1898 and this is the reason 
given by him why no execution was issued 
against the Georgia for last year. 

The answer of the Georgia railroad to- 
the following communication from Attcr- 
ney General Terrell to Comptroller 
Wright, forwarded by the latter to tna 
head of the Georgia road, will be watched 
with intérest: 

July 28, 1900.—Hon. W. A. Wright, Comp- 
troller General, Atlanta, Ga. Replying to your 
request of several weeks since, will say that 
after a thorough investigation of the ques- 
tion I am inclined to think that the Atlanta 
and West Point debentures amounting ° to 
$338,900, which were included in the tax re- 
turns of the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
Company prior to last year, are subject to tax- 
ation as the property of that company, and 
should have been returned for 1899 and also 
for 1900. ‘Ihe papers under which these de- 
bentures purpcrt to have been, transferred to 
th: Louisville and Naehville Ratircad Company 
bear the date of February 8, 1899, so there 
ean be no question as to the same being the 
property of the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
Company on the Ist day of February, 1899, 
the date fixed for the return of taxes for 
that year. This paper reserves the Georgia 
Raiircad and Banking Company a considerable 
interest in these debentures and that interest 
if not the whole would in my opinion be tax- 
able as against the Georgia Raflroad and Bank- 


ing Company.

The car makes regular visits to 
the principal points on Burlington lines, 
the airbrake school being in charge of In- 
structor A. J. Cota. Each morning and 
afternoon he spends several hours at the 
cars showing railroaders just how to get 
the best results from the brakes. The 
machinery in the car is rigged with the 
Same amount of airpipe and cylinder 
space that is found in a train of thirty 
air cars with the engine: 

Mr. Cota says it is a mistaken oninion 
of many that to make faster time the 
railroads have been compelled to devote 
all their energies toward building faster 
locomotives. The locomotives run fast 
enough to make the fastest schedules, 
but the main trouble has been to make 
quick stops. Every time the Burlington 
has made radical reductions to its time 
it has placed in service improved air- 
brakes. 


Railroad earnings for July’ are slightly 
less than for preceding months, according 
to Dun’s Review of last Saturday. But 
if gross earnings measure accurately the 
exchange of commodities constantly in 
progress, traffic continues very large and 
shows only slight diminution. 

Traffic last year was the largest known, 
but in each month this year earnings have 
exceeded last, and gross earnings of all 
the United States roads reporting for 
July to date are $20,950,725, an increase of 
6.7 per cent over last year and 24.2 per 
cent over 1898. 

For the three weeks of June the increase 
in earnings over last year for practically 
the same roads now reporting for July 
was 8.8 per cent; for May 8.1 per cent and 
for April 12.0 per cent. 

July earnings on all classes of roads ex- 
ceed last year, with the exception of the 
grangers, where the loss is nearly 10 per 
cent. Western grain receipts for the three 
weeks of July are 2 per cent below last 
year, but more than double 1898, and earn- 
ings of granger roads for July are 27.7 
per cent over 1898.
